Senator J. C. McNealus of Dallas, 
editor of the Dallas Democrat and one 
of the ablest men in the State, is bit­ 
terly opposed to the abolishment of 
capital punishment in Texas. The Sen­ 
ator’s arguments are strong, though 
tome of them are based on assertions 
and not on proven facts, 
We present 
his discussion of the subject as fol­ 
lows- 
A most grewsome and unfortunate 
accident in connection with the legal 
execution, by hanging, of A. C. Myers, 
at Fort Worth, one week ago—the 
doomed man’s head being severed 
from the body as he was dropped 
through the gallows trap—has led va­ 
rious sentimental persons to call for 
a propaganda, or crusade, against cap­ 
ital punishment. 
They are urging 
the abolition, in Texas, of the death 
penalty for any grade of felonious 
crime. These persons are sincere in 
their views. 
They believe themselves 
to be prompted by the best of human­ 
itarian impulses. They believe that the! 
committing of henious crimes can be 
kept as low a minimum without the 
infliction of the death penalty as with 
it. Many of these well-meaning, con­ 
scientious persons believe that it is 
nothing less than legalized murder to 
take human life through process of 
law. And they observe with inward 
(and often expressed) horror, the put­ 
ting to death, on the gallows, of mur­ 
derers, rape fiends and other crimi­ 
nals included in the death penalty 
list. 
With the keenest of respect for the 
views of these good men and women, 
T have to emphatically dissent from 
encouraging the movement for the 
abolishment of the death penalty in 
Texas. 
From my viewpoint, good pub- 
policy would be violated by such abo­ 
lition. The public safety against the 
worst of criminals and their crimes 
would be lessened, in a large degree. 
bv the substitution of life imprison­ 
ment for the death penalty. 
And I 
do not share in the theory that life 
imprisonment is a more merciful pun­ 
ishment to the class of criminals who 
'are possessed of average intelligence 
and who are susceptible to the tor­ 
turings of an 
accusing conscience 
through long years of confinement in 
prison than is the infliction of a rea­ 
sonably expeditious and humane death 
pentlty. 
If the people of Texas desire lynch­ 
ings to multiply at least on hundred 
fold, let them abolish capital punish­ 
m ent 
There 
are 
certain 
horrible 
crimes that a certain bruitish element 
of men commit against white women 
that are only kept down to the num­ 
bers chronicled from time to time 
that would mount up rapidly were 
it not for the fact that certain death 
awaits the guilty fiend, either under 
the law or regardless of the law, if he 
shall be taken 
into custody. The 
abolition of capital punishment would 
not end the death penalty for this 
class 
of 
criminals. 
Judge 
Lynch 
would preside at more death penalties 
than are now inflicted by both mob 
and the constituted courts of the 
State. The only thing that now re­ 
strains this brutish element is the 
fear of death. 
But, although I am wedded to the 
policy of capital punishment, I am op­ 
posed to the present method of ex­ 
ecuting criminals who come under its 
provisions. 
I want electrocutions to 
take the place of hanging. 
I regard 
the hanging of a person, condemned to 
die for crime as being in conflict with 
the progressive humanitarianism of 
the time we live in. , It looks barbaric 
and archaic for the public executionor 
to drop a person through a gallows 
trap at the end of a rope, when a 
method so much more humane and 
scientific as the electric chair is avail­ 
able. The Texas Legislature ought to 
pasg the necessary laws to substitute 
electrocution 
for 
hanging. 
But 
it 
ought not to listen to the sentimental 
pleading of the advocates of abolition 
of capital 
punishment. 
The 
grew- 
some incident at Fort Worth is not an 
argum ent; it was simply some kind 
of a blunder. 
Such 
incidents 
and 
blnuders are too rare to send a State 
into hysteria. 
It should simply seek 
to avert recurrence of the incidents 
or blunders.
